Nebraska pave him a dinner in honor of his sixtieth 
birthday and the thirtieth anniversary ot his con- 
nection with the i n s t i t u t i o n in tho roles of instruc- 
tor, professor, head of the department of Chemist.:, 
and finally chief executive for nearly t 


His resignation at this 


decades. 


time, when the University 


of Nebraska has attained a growth, a prestige ;ind 
an influence beyond the fondest of hopes, may have 
come as a surprise to those net closely in touch with 
Us affairs or not intimately 
associated with tin- 


chancellor. 
But the desire to icttrc when his -work 


had been accomplished was no secret to those who 
knew Dr. Avery. 
When he leaves the office which 


ho has held for so many years, he will have com- 
pleted a record of length ot service surpassed 
by 


fe\v college presidents In America. 


It la impossible to estimate the value ot Dr. Avery's 


services by the length of tenure. 
When he came 


upon the scono the state university had less than 
3,000 students scattered among the various colleges. 
Its physical plant was meager and inadequate to 
7neet even the needs of that day. , Its faculty had 
hern depleted by the constant raids of those insti- 
tutions more plentifully supplied with funds, which 
could afford to pay more attractive salaries than Ne- 
~uraska. 
Conditions are not perfect at this time In 


all respects. 
The university needs more buildings 


if all of the students are to be accommodated. 
But 


registration has gmnn from 3,000 to over 10,000, the 
campus has been more than doubled and beautified, 
and the faculty strengthened and enlarged. 
It has 


been a great accomplishment in the face of dis- 
heartening circumstances?

Dr. Avery has reached that tage where he feels that 


he is entitled to soirfb respite1- from the nerve-rack- 
ing and onerous duties of chancellor. He has taken 
this opportunity .to inform the board of regents of 
his impending retirement so that the change in of- 
fice can be affected without disruption of continued 
growth and development of the university.

WASHINGTON'S NEW TARIFF RULE. 


An entirely new and almost revolutionary set of 


raffle rules has been originated and put Into effect 
n the city of Washington. 
They are new in the 


ense that .they present an original combination of 
what is considered best in the systems used by other 


ittes. 
They are designed to speed up traffic and 


.t the same time to offer greatep-protectlon to the 
ledestrlan. 


Residents of America's capita.! city denounce the 


aws which keep, them from having any part in their 


vn government, but in some cases the custom doubt- 


ess works to their benefit, as in the present case. Re- 
membering the difficulty experienced by New York 
vhen that city flrst tried to establish traffic rules, 
ew community officials would dare to make such 


a. sweeping change, as has been made in Washington, 


tut the national officers In charge have no hesita- 
tion In using Washington as an experiment ground 
where such ideas as this can he tried out without 


"car 
of riling constituents. 


In general, the new system raise's the speed limit 


'rom 18 to 22 miles an hour, with arterial highways 
where one may drive as fast as 35 miles an hour. At 
.he same time, autolsts are to be examined more 
carefully for licenses to drive, their cars will be 
napccted for mechanical fitness, and'more individual 
judgment Is demanded. When a driver tries to maka 
22 miles an hour in a traffic jam he is liable to feet 
he arms of the law. In spite ot set rules lo the con- 
trary. 


Pedestrians have greatly Increased powers. 
For 


instance, they may stop autos at intersections as 
readily as a traffic policeman, simply by lifting their 
hands.

This system sounds good, and its purposes are the

Hospital Units 
and Orthopedics 


Doubtless you understand what is meant 


by a "Hospital Unit," but there seems to be 
some misunderstanding of the term at times. 
A Unit is merely a separate building, one ol 
a group of six. a dozn, any number, making 
up the entire Hospital. Instead of one huge 
building, several stories high, there are a 
number of buildings, all one story high, ex- 
cept for administration and, perhaps, surgery. 


'Lincoln Methodist Hospital is planned on 


the Unit System. It will open with a Heat- 
ing Plant, "a Surgical and Maternity double 
Unit (two stories) and about four Medical 
or Bed Units. These when properly equipped 
will entitle it to Grade A classification. 


The great need for a Unit devoted to 


Orthopedics is being urged by many—a place 
where deformed and malformed children (and 
older persons) can be made straight. 
And 


it will come. There is ample ground space 
for it. The humanitarian instincts of Lin- 
coln citizens will bring the funds necessary 
to Jmild and equip this Orthopedic or Chil- 
drni's Unit. 


Dr. James E. M. Thomson, the well 


.. known orthopedic surgeon of Lincoln, was 


asked recently for his opinion regarding the 
Unit System. 
He replied that he would 


rather write out his views; and did so as 
follows: 


"At the request of Mr. Eager, I nm tak- 


ing this opportunity to write you regarding 
my feeling toward the Unit System of Hos- 
pital development. I had actual experience 
with this type of hospital as Orthopedic Sur- 
geon of Base Hospital No. 49, A. E. F., 
Allery, France, where the work was carried 
on with Unit buildings: They were found 
most excellent, economical and convenient. 
All the Allied armies, as far as possible, 
adopted thip method of building in their hos- 
pital programs. The Unit System is superior 
for the following reasons: 


"First: There is more sunlight and fresh 


air, 
which is so essential, particularly for 


orthopedic cases,. tuberculous cases, and con- 
valescents from any type of illness or opera- 
tion. 


"Second: The Units can be so arranged 


that they, are more adaptable to various spe- 
cialized types of clinical conditions. This is 
particularly true in tuberculous and ortho- 
pedic cases, for which the Units should be 
so arranged that beds can be wheeled directly 
out of the room to the terrace, where ex- 
posure can be made directly to the rays of 
the sun. 


"In fact, all the Units, if possible, should 


have actual outdoor terraces; for in this cli- 
mate where so much of the year would permit. 
the patients to be out of doors, they should 
not be deprived of this opportunity of enjoy- 
ing and having the healing qualities of the 
sun and open air. 


"Third: The general care, diet and medi- 


cation of the patient can be more adequately 
looked after where the patients of a certain 
classification are taken care of in a Unit all 
their own. 


"Also there is not the crowded surround- 


ings in a Unit that one finds in the ordinary 
hospital. And this brings up another factor: 
Separate Units may have a quieter, more 
home-like and comfortable surrounding, as 
there is not the general rush and hurry one 
finds in the concentrated hospital building. 


"Then there are safety elements that must 


be considered. 
The Unit System allows a 


patient to be moved from place to place more 
easily; there are no elevators or stairs; ;and 
less danger from fire and accidents—all these 
in addition to the above outlined features, 
which other hospitals seldom have, make the 
I'nit System the most ideal, arrangement."
